To  THE  Chairman  and  Me’mbers. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular,  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1944  is  an  interim  one. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  22.79  compared  with  20.48  for  1943,  and 
the  Death  Rate  was  9.3  compared  with  9.2. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  post-war  Housing  will  be  found 
on  page  10.  These  are  up  to  October  31st,  1945. 

If  carried  out,  enlargement  of  the  sewerage  schemes  at  Breaston, 
Chellaston,  Littleover,  Ockbrook  and  Borrowash,  Sandiacre  and 
Spondon,  will  be  required  and  also  some  amendments  to  the  water 
supply  undertaking. 

Details  of  the  Council’s  proposed  applications  for  grant  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  are  shown  on 
page  15.

During  May  a  drive  to  secure  books  for  the  forces,  for  re¬ 
stocking  blitzed  libraries  and  for  salvage,  was  held  throughout  the 
County.

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The  following  Information  is  furnished  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst : — 

During  the  year  1944,  123  samples  (including  114  samples  of 
milk)  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  Shardlow 
Rural  District. 

Ten  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  in  fat  and  two  contained 
small  amounts  of  added  w^ater.  The  vendors  of  the  samples  w^ere 
cautioned.  Proceedings  taken  in  respect  of  a  sample  found  to  contain 
a  substantial  amount  of  added  water  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £5  and 
£5  5s.  Od.  costs. 

The  samples  other  than  milk  w^ere  satisfactory. 

Emergency  Petrol  Supplies. 

10,300  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1945. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Damage  to  Council  Property  at  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
Salvage  depots  and  Public  Conveniences. 

^  In  several  instances  legal  proceedings  were  taken  with  the 

following  results  :  — 

1.  A  case  was  brought  against  several  boys  in  respect  of  damage 
to  filter  mechanism  at  Draycott  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
Although  the  boys  admitted  trespassing  on  the  Disposal  Works 
site,  the  case  w^as  dismissed. 

2.  A  boy  w^as  fined  13/6  for  stealing  from  the  Dale  Abbey  Salvage 
depot. 

3.  Further  proceedings  against  3  boys  for  doing  wilful  damage  at 
the  Dale  Abbey  salvage  depot  resulted  in  the  cases  being  dismissed 
under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  damages 
and  costs  which  amounted  to  8/2  each. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

Proceedings  were  brought  against  a  firm  for  storing  petrol 
without  a  licence  at  an  open  cast  coal  site  near  Dale  Abbey.  The 
firm  was  fined  £20  including  costs  and  ordered  to  pay  an  Advocate’s 
fee  of  £2  2s.  Od. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

During  the  year  27  pail  closets  and  10  privies  w^ere  converted 
to  water  closets.  The  total  number  of  conversions  carried  out  under 
the  Scheme  is  now  2,244  pail  closets  and  860  privies.

Sewage  Disposal. 

No  notable  developments  took  place  during  the  year.  Difficulty 
in  obtaining  sufficient  and  suitable  labour  for  the  proper  operation 
of  the  various  disposal  works  was  very  acute. 
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Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

The  Council  received  a  report  as  to  the  needs  of  the  district  in 
regard  to  water  supply  anl  sewerage  facilities  and  instructed  their  Engineers 
to  prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  other  particulars  in  the  following  cases, 
with  a  view  to  the  same  being  submitted  to  the  County  Council  and 
Ministry"  of  Health  as  suitable  schemes  for  grant  under  the  provisions 


of  the  Act.
